REVISION FAILS 


Harrisburg May 30 (AP)—The 


1939 legislature adjourned its 21- 
week-long session at 6:32 a. m. 
(E.S.T.) today after an all-night 
sessipn that saw virtually all the 
hard-fought liquor revision program 
go into the discard. 


The controversial proposal to set 


up a system of county and district 
boards; provisions to increase liquor 
license, fees, and alter the restric- 
tions on drinking-places, were scrap- 
ped during the all-night, behirid- 
the-scenes fight. 


All that was left was a measure 


which permits only one liquor li- 
cense for every 1,000 of a com- 
munity's population, except in resort 
areas, and exclusive of clubs and 
hotels; and which permits hotels to 
obtain liquor licenses only if they 
have a certain number jjf. rooms 
ranging from six in towns of less 
than 1,000 population to 15 in cities 
of more than 100,000.

Day—but it still was Monday, May 
29, so far as the legislature was 
concerned — when weary, singing 
sleeping, paper-throwing lawmakers 
finally ended the session.

iarry F. Byrd, of Virginia, follows: 


Only a few short weeks before 


President Lincoln's tragic death, 
there spoke from his heart this mes- 
sage of sectional reconciliation: 


"With malice toward none; with 
iharity for all; with firmness in the 
:ight, as God gives us to see the 
right, let us strive on to finish the 
work we are in; to bind up the 
nation's wounds; to care for him 
who shall have borne the battle, and 
for his widow and his orphan—to do 
all which may achieve and cherish

REVISION FAILS

(AP)—The 
1939 legislature adjourned Its 21- 
week-long 
session a t 6:32 a. rn. 
(E S T .) today after an all-night 
session that saw virtually all the 
hard-fought liquor revision program 
go into the discard. 
The controversial proposal to set 
up a system of county and district 
boards; provisions to increase liquor 
license fees, and alter the restric­ 
tions on drinking-piaces. were scrap- 
ped during the all-night, behind - 
the-scenes fight. 
All that was left was a measure 
which perm its only one liquor li­ 
cense for every 1,000 of a com­ 
m unity’s population, except in resort 
areas, and exclusive of clubs and 
hotels; and which permits hotels to 
obtain liquor licenses only if they 
have a certain num ber tat rooms, 
ranging from six in towns of less 
th an 1,000 population to 15 in cities 
of m ore than 100,000. 
T he sun was high on Memorial 
Day—but it still was Monday, May 
29, so far as the legislature was 
concerned — when 
weary, 
singing, 
sleeping, paper-throw ing lawmakers 
finally ended the session. 
Assembly’s Achievements 
In between recesses while confer­ 
ence committees were ironing out 
differences on liquor control and 
other legislation, the general a s­ 
sembly cleaned up these m atters: 
I—Enacted the drastically-revised 
Van Allsburg relief re-organization 
bill.

Senator Byrd, in Memorial Day 
Address, Warns of Class Hatreds 
In U. S.; Honor Soldier Dead 


Senator Byrd's Address 


The complete text of the address 
delivered ut Memorial Day exer­ 
cises in the National cemetery this 
afternoon by United States Senator 
Harry F Byrd, of Virginia, follows. 


Only a few short weeks before 
President 
Lincoln’s 
tragic 
death, 
there spoke from his heart this mes­ 
sage of sectional reconciliation: 
“W ith malice toward none; with 
charity for all; with firmness in the 
right, as God gives us to see the 
right, let us strive on to finish the 
work we are in; to bind up tile 
nation’s wounds; to care for him 
who shall have borne the battle, and 
for iris widow and his orphan-—to do 
all which may achieve and cherish 
a just and lasting peace among 
ourselves and with all nations.’' 
It is in the fine spirit of this 
moving declaration that you perm it 
me to be the first southerner to 
speak 
on 
this 
day 
of 
National 
Memorial; on this field enriched by 
the blood of the brave from both 
North and the South. 
My sincere 
appreciation of the compliment th a t 
your 
invitation implies does not 
blind me to the fact th at it is my 
S tate of Virginia, rather than her 
Junior Senator, that you desire to 
honor. 


VIRGINIA’S CONTRIBUTION 
TO AMERICAN UNION 
Virginians may be pardoned if 
they recall again and again th at 
Virginians Patrick Henry phrased in 
the flame of his eloquence the de­ 
term ination of the Colonists to be 
free; th at her Thomas Jefferson 
declared the right of every Ameri­ 
can to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness; that her Madison was 
the 
Father of 
the 
Constitution; 
th a t her Marshall made th a t Con­ 
stitution effective as the supreme 
law of the land; and th a t out of 
her soil issued the immortal W ash­ 
ington who reigns first in war, first 
in peace and first in the hearts of 
his countrymen. 
Certainly 
no 
other 
state 
con­ 
tributed more than Virginia to tile 
foundation of this American Union. 
Many of the states were her chil­ 
dren. and from her territory were 
carved even some of the states that 
cried to her for help when the tragic 
proposal 
to secede pressed upon 
them . 
Virginia believed they had 
the right to secede, as she herself 
did; she knew th at her soil would 
be the battle ground if she left the 
Union, but she did not hesitate 
to go the way of sacrifice and suf­ 
fering when she was called upon to 
fight her Southern sisters back into 
the Union. 
In eloquent phrase, Dr 
Edwin 
Alderman, a President of the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia, declared: 
"The war Between the States was 
a brothers’ war, brought on, as our 
hum an nature Is constituted, by the 
operation of economic forces, the 
clashing of inherited feelings, the 
im pact of differing notions about 
the meaning of liberty, woven by 
no will of either section into the 
very fabric of Ute people’s hie.

war in hum an history was a sin- 
oerer conflict than this war.

was not a war for conquest or glory, 
x x x It was a war of ideals, p rin­ 
ciples, political conceptions and of

English freedom."

UNDER R. E. LEE 
Virginia has lived long enough as 
a re-adm itted member of our Union 
of states to behold Charles Francis 
Adams, sometime un officer in the 
Union Army and a member of tiiat 
brilliant family th at has reflected 
so much distinction upon his native 
Massachusetts, stand at tile tomb 
of Robert E. Lee. pay tribute to 
the nobility of his character, und 
declare that had he been in Lee’s 
place when Lee derided to leave the 
United States Army and offer his 
sword to ills native Virginia, he 
would have done precisely as Lee 
himself did.

dangers of new class animosi­ 
ties that have replaced sec­ 
tional hatreds in the United 
States was issued by United 
States Senator Harry Flood 
Byrd, of Virginia, in the an­ 
nual Memorial Day address 
this afternoon in the National 
cemetery here. 
Speaking before thousands 
that thronged the cemetery 
and had witnessed the strew­ 
ing of flow'ers over the graves 
of nearly 4,000 soldier dead, 
the junior senator from Vir­ 
ginia saw the nation’s unity 
as threatened by “racial and 
religious prejudice and envy, 
and hatred and jealousy be­ 
tween those who have ac­ 
cumulated property and those 
who have not.” 
"W hat 
will 
it 
accomplish 
us," 
Byrd asked, "to achieve sectional 
unity, only to be divided by eco­ 
nomic dissension? 
"W hat will it profit us to rejoice 
that the unity of states is strong, if 
sappers and miners are perm itted to 
work underground to weaken the 
very foundation of our system of 
constitutional democracy?” 
Contending th a t the nation need­ 
ed “not more federal government 
but better local government," Byrd 
urged his hearers

The memorial address, delivered 
by the first southern United States 
senator ever to speak from the Na­ 
tional cemetery rostrum on such an 
occasion, was broadcast to the n a ­ 
tion in a coast-to-coast hook-up by 
the National Broadcasting company.

would have been impaired and de- 
mocracy injured. 
Law and order 


must be maintained without con- 
sideration of the political power of 
the law violators. 
Private Enterprise Is Foundation 
"The same determination for im- 


partial law enforcement should ap- 
ply to the transgressions of the rich 
as well as the poor. And in this free

th a t the young Californian scarcely 
was expected. 
At th at moment, 41 hours and 13 
m inutes had elapsed since Sm ith 
lifted hts heavily laden plane from 
the sands of Old O rchard Beach, 
Maine, 3,100 miles from Croydon, 
with enough fuel for about 3,600 
miles, or 36 to 42 hours of flight. 
W ith the darkening of the field, 
only officials, ground crew, news­ 
paperm en and photographers w'ere 
left of the thousands on holiday th a t 
had thronged Croydon In expecta­ 
tion of welcoming the flier.

RELIEF LAWS IN 
STATE CHANGED 


Harrisburg, May 30 (AP) — The 
legislature, working u n t i l dawn, 
wrote new provisions into the law 
governing the public assistance a d ­ 
m inistration today. 
Changed radically from th e orig­ 
inal form in which it attracted bit­ 
ter opposition from democratic legis­ 
lators, outside organizations, and the 
federal 
social 
security 
board 
a t 
W ashington, the m easure went to 
Governor Jam es with these m ajor 
provisions: 
The governor can fire or suspend 
employes of the county assistance 
boards, upon recom m endation of the 
boards. 
Dropped was the original 
plan to take civil service from about 
5,000 employes of the departm ent of 
public assistance. 
The blind are kept on the present 
basis, receiving flat pensions of $30 
a m onth each. The legislature elim i­ 


nated a proposal to put the blind in 
the same class as the needy cm the 
dole, and give them assistance on the 
basis of actual need. 
County executive directors will be 
chosen through ”unassembled” — 
or oral — exam inations, instead of 
through written m erit examinations 
as are other employes of the Assist­ 
ance departm ent. 
Relief recipients can take tem ­ 
porary 
or 
part-tim e 
employment 
w ithout being stricken from the re­ 
lief rolls. 
Names of those on relief will be 
made available to public inspection. 
Provisions for publication of the re­ 
lief lists were elim inated. 
The D epartm ent of Public Ass I 
ance may check up on relief re ­ 
cipients through 
use of c r e d i t 
agencies. 
A penalty of six m onths in jail or 
HOO fine is provided for any relief 
worker who tries to influence a re­ 
lief beneficiary’s vote.

Seek Motive for 
Secret Autopsy 
On Philadelphian 


Philadelphia, 
May 
30 
(AP)—A 
“private” autopsy on the body of a 
suspected victim of an insurance- 
murder ring brought a renewed in­ 
quiry by the commonwealth today 
after, Assistant District Attorney 
Vincent P. McDevitt said, two phy­ 
sicians related they removed vital 
organs at the request of a “member 
of the family.” 
McDevitt quoted the physicians as 
saying they performed the autopsy 
on the body of Mrs. Lena Wlnkle- 
man soon after she died in a hospital 
three years ago from what was de­ 
scribed at the time as diabetes. The 
assistant district attorney said hos­ 
pital records contained no mention 
of the post-mortem. 
Mrs. Winkleman’s body was ex­ 
humed in the mass murder investi­ 
gation last week. Coroners physi­ 
cians, to whom it was delivered, dis­ 
covered a previous examination had 
been made, and that the vital organs 
had been removed and the cavity 
stuffed with straw. 
Mrs. Winkleman’s son-in-law, Jo­ 
seph Schwartz, is charged with mur­ 
der in connection with her death. 
The state contends he substituted 
poison capsules for medicine she was 
taking. 
Officials said that while the pri­ 
vate autopsy was “iregular,” it did 
not necessarily indicate criminal in­ 
tent. 
Unlike that in most other 
states, Pennsylvania law does not 
limit autopsies to police authorities, 
but permits private physicians to 
make them with the family’s con­ 
sent. 
•What we want to know,” McDev­ 
itt said, ‘is whether the family gave 
its consent, and why such a drastic 
action was taken in the case of a 
woman who supposedly died of dia­ 
betes.’*

IHI. J. THOMPSON 
DIES; DEAN OF 
GRID OFFICIALS 


Michael J. Thompson, QI, widely 
known as the dean of football of­ 
ficials, died this morning at 12:20 
o’clock from a heart attack at his 
home in Emmitsburg. 
Mr Thompson, known familiarly 
as “Mike” by his many friends in 
Gettysburg, had been in ill health 
for two years and during that time 
had suffered four heart attacks. He 
had been in his usual health Tues­ 
day and had retired about 10:30 
o’clock. 
The deceased was bom in Water­ 
bury, Connecticut, a son of the late 
Owen and Anna Mary 
(Collins) 
Thompson, Surviving is his widow, 
the former Miss Mary Mundorff. 
He was a member of St. Joseph’s 
j Catholic church, Emmitsburg, and 
j the Holy Name society. 
A broken leg started Mr. Thomp­ 
son on his career as an official. In 
j 1893 he played with the Suffield 


j academy 
eleven 
of 
Connecticut 
against Taft school, Waterbury, and 
suffered a broken right leg. In the 
following spring he again fractured 
his leg while playing baseball. 
Organized Holy Cross Team 
When a freshman In 1896 at Holy 
Cross he organized and coached its 
first football team. 
In 1897 he 
refereed his first game between Bos­ 
ton college and Brown university. 
For that game he received $5. 
In 1901 he became the first grad­ 
uate manager of Georgetown uni­ 
versity, Washington, D. C., and every 
week that fall he officiated at games. 
Following hts graduate work at 
Georgetown he became athletic di­ 
rector and a member of the faculty 
at Washington college. Chestertown, 
Maryland. 
He remained there un­ 
til 1911 when he went to Mt. St. 
Mary’s college, Emmitsburg, where 
he remained for 23 years. In recent 
years he devoted his time to of­ 
ficiating and promoting sports. 
His most famous game was be­ 
tween Harvard and the Carlisle In­ 
dians in 1903 when he allowed the 
famous hidden ball play. 
Jimmy 
Johnson, the Indian quarterback, in 
a close formation, slipped the bail 
under the jersey of Dillon, a tackle, 
and the latter ran the length of 
the field for a score. 
Mr. Thompson engaged in ail 
sports in nis prep school days and 
called the Yale-Princeton game of 
1907 as the greatest he ever officiated 
in. In that game Yale entered the 
contest as a favorite but the Tigers 
sprung an unexpected attack to lead 
11-0 at half time. Many Princeton 
rooters thought the game already 
won and started to celebrate but the 
Bulldogs won out 12-11. 
Football Official 37 Years 
"Mike” was a pioneer football of­ 
ficial for 37 years until his health 
failed. He worked from eight to IO 
games a season. 
He was a close 
personal friend of “Pop” Warner. 
The 
deceased 
was serving his 
third consecutive two-year term aa 
burgess of Emmitsburg. 
He had 
been elected six of seven times he 
sought the position. 
In recent years “Mike" served as 
athletic director of the Baltimore 
fire department. 
He organized the 
Frederick county baseball league in 
1920 and served as its president since 
that time. 
He was a former pub­ 
lisher of the Emmitsburg Chronicle 
and was a correspondent for the As­ 
sociated Press. 
For a time he op­ 
erated a hotel.

JAMES APPOINTS 
ADAMS TO DIRECT 
STATE POLICE 


Harrisburg. May 31 (AP)—Stern- 
Jawed Lynn G. Adams returned to 
the job of directing Pennsylvania’s 
state police—a post he held for 18 
years. 
“I ’m glad to be back,” Adams said 
as he took over his old desk at head­ 
quarters of the state motor police. 
“That's about all there Is to it,” he 
said. “I'm going to let my actions 
do the talking. 
The governor nominated Major 
Adams to the post at the beginning 
of his administration but senate 
democrats refused to confirm the 
appointment. James gave Adams a 
recess appointment today. 
CXO. leaders protested the ap­ 
pointment at a senate committee 
hearing, criticizing Adams’ handling 
of strikes during hts administration. 
“I don’t believe in talking about 
what Tm going to do,” Adams said 
on learning of his appointment. 
‘Tm going to let people say after­ 
ward he did this, and that.’ 
“Come around a year from now 
and we ll see.” 
The new commissioner said he 
planned no changes "so far as merg­ 
ers are concerned, but there will be 
a few little changes in the way of 
operation.” 
The 
1937 
democratic-controlled 
legislature merged the highway pa­ 
trol and the state police, carrying 
out a plan Adams said he had in 
mind for some time. 
Former Governor Earle appointed 
Rear Admiral Percy W. Foote to the 
post, and Adams later resigned. 
Foote resigned shortly after Gov­ 
ernor James took office, and since 
then Col. C. M. Wilhelm, former 
deputy commissioner, has been serv­ 
ing as acting commissioner. 
Commissioner Adams has been on 
the investigating staff of District 
Attorney Carl B. Shelley In the In­ 
quiry campaign charges against state 
democratic leaders. 
The commissioners job carries a 
salary of $8,000 a year. 
Adams earned his title of major 
in seven years as a United States 
soldier and held it as superintendent 
of the old state police.

U. S. EXPENSES 
MAY BE BOOSTED 
BY ONE BILLION 


W ashington, May 31 (AP).—De­ 
spite a session-long economy drive, 
the cost of the federal governm ent 
for the year starting July I—ex­ 
clusive of relief—was shaping up to­ 
day to be almost $1,000,000,000 bigger 
than for the current fiscal year. 
The ll regular appropriation bills, 
already passed by the house, carry 
$694,445,987 more th an for th e pres­ 
ent 
year. 
Several 
supplem ental 
estim ates, 
Including 
$239,002,500 
more for the Army, still are pend­ 
ing. 
Some of the increase, however, 
may be offset when congress votes 
relief funds for the next year. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt has requested $1,762,- 
490,000 for his purpose, in contrast 
to the 
$2,250,000,000 
appropriated 
during the current year. 
National defense, parity paym ents 
to farm ers and flood control account 
for sizable chunks of the increase. 
A $20,000,000 boost was charged up 
against the forthcoming decennial 
census, which m ust be taken in 1940. 
Five of the 
appropriation 
bills 
have been signed by the President. 
Although the house held all but 
two of 
the measures below 
the 
budget estimates, the 
senate 
In­ 
creased 
the 
totals 
on 
several, 
notably when it added $338,000,000 
for parity paym ents to farm ers and 
disposal 
of 
surplus 
commodities. 
This appropriation has not yet re ­ 
ceived final congressional approval. 
The house exceed budget estim ates 
In voting funds for flood control 
and river and harbor improvements. 
It added $50,000,000 to the W ar de­ 
partm ent 
(non-m ilitary functions) 
appropriation bill. 
A senate appropriations subcom ­ 
m ittee, however, has elim inated the 
$50,000,000 fund, and a house bloc 
m ay try to allocate some of the new 
relief money for th a t purpose.
